JANUARY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4^24 


Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  January  1966,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of 
$4.24  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3o5%,  subject  to  a butterfat  differential 
of  7.3  cents.  The  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cents  par  hundredweight 
marketing  service  deduction,  authorized  hauling  charges,  and  location  differentials 

The  $4.24  price  for  January  1966  is  7 cents  below  the  December  1965  price, 
but  16  cents  above  the  January  1965  price.

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  24,892,272  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
market  during  January  1966  of  which  17,593,281  pounds  or  71%  was  utilized  in 
Class  I by  15  pool  handlers.  Production  and  Class  I utilization  of  producer 
milk  were  up  3%  and  down  3%  respectively,  from  December  1965. 

FEBRUARY  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.69 

The  January  basic  formula  price  of  $3.47  (Wisconsin-Minnesota  Series) 
was  increased  by  the  standard  differential  of  $1.20  and  further  increased  by 
a supply-demand  adjustment  of  $0.02  to  establish  the  Fore  Wayne  Class  I price 
for  February.  This  price  of  $4.69  is  2 cents  more  than  the  January  Class  I price. 

HAVE  YOU  APPLIED  FOR  MEDICAL  EXPENSES  UNDER  MEDICARE? 

Under  the  medicare  program,  people  65  and  over,  whether  or  not  they  are 
receiving  Social  Security  benefits  or  have  ever  worked  under  Social  Security, 
will  have  paid  up  hospital  insurance  protection,  at  no  cost  to  the  individual. 

In  addition,  to  supplement  this  insurance,  an  individual  has  the  option 
to  enroll  in  Supplementary  Medical  Insurance  to  help  cover  the  cost  of  doctor 
bills  and  a wide  variety  of  other  medical  expenses.  Persons  who  were  over  65 
before  January  1,  1966  must  enroll  for  this  supplementary  medical  insurance  by 
March  31,  1966,  Otherwise,  they  could  not  be  covered  before  July  1968,  The 
cost  of  this  additional  coverage  is  $3  a m.onth  beginning  July  1966.  The  other 
half  of  the  total  cost  is  paid  out  of  general  Federal  revenues.
